to the biſchop/ and whey that they ware now Holpen oner the Hed

Jn ſomuche that he knew all thin 
ges / and as ſoene as He was lette owt of the cete knewe he ſtraight 
the righte waey thoꝛrowe the Hedge ãd ouer the trẽ ſches of his ad 
nerſaris the whiche he muſte paſſe / and ſo wentefouze leegs from 
Müſter in a lytell towne cakes ham / and belõghethe Bnro te duke 
of cleeue And ſtreyght fouꝛthe he ſente foꝛ oone the whiche was 
naemede my loꝛde of the dame and had his dwellinge theare / and

ſome of thẽ were Bpoy the bolwarke thei dꝛewe the oot her op with 
theit halbardes that thei ware thirte ſtronge. They went thei vn 
to the pꝛeuy wat ſche where as tuery night wat ſched two /g eyght 
Þpon tHe toroꝛe of tHe tondeſt vnto tHe which Hanſken of tHe tort» 
ge ſtreate had bene befoze/ the firſte watcher that mette with them 
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they aped what the watſcHe wozbe was / they ſpake the watſche 
may a ſayde earthe / a ſtreight with alt was thear oone with a two 
handed ſwerde and hewe him in two peces / foꝛ the wat ſche woꝛ⸗ 
de of them of Munſter within 12 cite was earth / and of thẽ that 
were without the cite their watſche woꝛde was Mary the mother 
of God / and they Has fox their feelde token / a ſtrawe wiſche Bpoy 
their armes. And they keaped forth the other watſchmay and aped 
them what the wat ſche woꝛde was and the fokke of the biſhope an 
ſwered in lyke wyſe earth and theare with was he contẽte / and thẽ 
went two oꝛ thꝛe of them foerth lyke as watſchers and whey thei 
were paſſed killed they the oether lykwyſe. After that went they 
ſtreight foeꝛth to the otHer watſchers of the towꝛe and axed them 
tykwyſe the wat ſche woꝛde / and they ſayde alſo earth them thei kil 
led lykwyſe / and they knewe thei tHe watſche woꝛde well / and had 
taeken iy the towꝛe of the rowndell with al the gaetes @ boſwarc 
kes ſo that they cowde not wel be fetted noꝛ greaued. They went 
they backwarde agayne to the bolwarcke / wheare as thei wolde ha 
ue faſtenes their kad ders that ware a mans lenghte to ſhoꝛte / but 
reached the other their halbardes and ſo dꝛewe op the oethet Bpon 
the wael of the cite tyl they ware two honderd and ſyſty ſtronge / 
they pꝛeaſed thei that ware out of the cite ſo ſoꝛe that the bꝛigge 
the which they had maede ouer the diche bꝛakc. But when thei ſee 
that they ware two Honderd and fifte ſtronge within the cite / then 
went they iy tHe deade of the nighte and ſay de / now oy gentil bꝛe⸗ 
therne folorde Bs and mente that thei that ware yet out of the cite / 
ſhulde haue folowes them / and wente foꝛth and founde the gates 
of the cite ſtand inge open / and ſo went foeꝛth ſtil roHiks thei came 
to the markette place / and they began the daye to apere ãd al their 
trommes did ſtrike ans thei cryed alt aletm akerm / and ſpꝛed abroo 
de ſeney banners / and they was the kinge and the cite ſens firſt a» 
ware that their ennemis ware afoꝛe and in the cite / and by and by 
Has thei alſo gatheted them togither / a berte their enne mis with 
ſtronge honde from the market place bar ke againe Into the gaete 
where as thei ware ceme in at / in the meane ſtaſoy had one of tHe 
citeſens fockes the gaetee that thei coulde not cute againe. Then 
crics the kinge gentiſt and deare fant ſknech tee fape your weapens 
from ycw and go againe ont at the gates / yew ſhall haue no Harme 
done Lnto yon / and ſiteight withall anne the wemey Bppoy the 
warlles and crys to the ſowgars that they ſhulde fetehe tHeir 
banners and ther Head agayne / foꝛ that hareò nothinge the folke 
of the byſhope but ſtrooke Bpon the gartce with hamers and with 
a peo /anð as ſone as they Hhadde gotten the gaetes opey / anne they 
ſttei⸗ 
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| ſtreight to the towꝛe of tHe RondelT/and putte foꝛthe their Sannat 
owt at the towre towarde the bokwarckes from withoute the cete 
now ware the oether that might not come ouerthediche becauſe the 
bꝛigge bꝛaekt Ranne backe agayne to theyꝛ bol warckes / foꝛ betau⸗ 
ſe of the gteate ſhuetinge and aſſaukte that they harde / in the cete 
and alſo they wente that all they: fellowes had beene ſlaeyne / But 
whan they ſae the bannar opon the waelt then concydetede they 
well that theyr compaẽ gions waere yett alyue. Then Ranne th 
all to gedder in the cete and bette the kinge with all His — 
ſers agayne from the markete plaece tyll Bnto cat hedꝛall conzte/ 
and thear they putte thẽ ſelfe agayne in defence / and ware dꝛeyurn 
agayne from thence tyll vnto ſaeinct Michelle ch appel opon the 
whiche they did de greate hoꝛtte with ſhuetinghe / wheaꝛe thoꝛrowe 
the biſchopes fol ke ſufferede greate ſkaethe and gaue backe be» 
cawſe of the greate gonne ſhotte behynde the cathedꝛall churche / 
and ſo laey they opoy ſaeinct Michelle chappelffwhilles ten of the 
ckocke afoꝛe noene / and in the meane ſeaſon was the kinge tacken 
the whiche was gene backe opoy ſaeinct Gilliãe gaete the whiche 
was the mooſte ſtrongheſte gaete of all the cete. Aſter that they de 
ſyꝛede to keape ſpeache with the oppermoſte captayne / the whiche 
was graented them.

Item aſter that Johũ of fey a taeffioz and kinge of the 
R:6aptiſers of Miſter/the whiche of al the rebaptiſers was cHoo 
en akinge of nyewe Jgetuſalt and of aff the Bnpuerſalk woꝛlde

ware cauſede to be maede tow Jeroi coll ours with fonge linc kee
